[n 1^69 excavations wttc uniiertiikeii by J.

Parker ihouuht * that he Jiad reached the central 
tomb-thatiiher of Auj^nsru> by pursuing’ the 
cnirarice-passage, and it is clear that ite removed 
niiith debris from the pas^a^je itself. On the 
other hand, it Is cjiiire cerrain that be pcticrrated 
no further toward* the intericir ihun is now 
possible, for the way is bltjcked by iioman ctm- 
erete, bciirint! the impressions of a tuix'ertinc 
fjcing.

II. 't Ui: Acti'-u StATt. 

‘l”hc* litei’arj' ■souttes leave no doubt upon the 
poi^ilion of the monument or upon its idetitity 
with the remains now under discussion, Thev 
tead us to L-Kpect a large tomb, provided with 
magnificent accommodation tor the Imperial 
family and wirli much space for their dcpcnJcnrs. 
Hue of these romb-chainbets none la now (1926) 
acce*.siblc. We arc met (Pis, | X,, X.) by .t large 
uncxjjlors'd tore, bounded by a circular rcticubic 
wall and surrounded bi u corrixlor, only reached 
by a naTitoxv and high cntratice-passagc rlirouKh 
three huge concentric walk, |iiiJtOi:| pjgethcr bv a 
remarkable system of buttressing. Even of the 
said corridor ft-xv trattes exist. On the left of the 
riirrance ic is blocked, by a mass of ftillen concrete 
and other debris, on the right !ty mdiscrimidate 
rubble, Elsexvherr its nulls ap|H.‘jir only once in 
a crlbr on the north-xvesr. where the inner one 
leans against the outer ji an angle of tixty degrees. 

I hts coJlapse, hoxx'tvcr, was caused by sirain from 
iusiilc, and not by the u'cjght of the |>assiigc- 
vault. xvhith wa:^ carried on two reticubtc v-alls, 
each 8“ wide, and built against a wall idreitiiy 
pi'xiperly faced, which 4|'pC5ii> immediately to the 
riitht of the cntraticc-pasgagc, and twice in the 
cd la r. These facts ji rove r h a r therewj s i passage 
right round the building i and the levels show 
that to the west there xvas no riic. The ascent, 
then, wHlI have been on the easn since an ascent 
somewhere U (xostulated by the height of the 
building. And separate wmIIs were built ro support 
the viuilt in order that its gradual rise might not 
inierrupr the horixonfal courses of the main wall.

We m:iv now return EO the inner cirdc ot 
wedge-shaped chninbcrs, most of which still hjve 
a bnrrcl-vaulr- ’['he tTfrwn of the vault was kept 
horbtoutJil, and is the rfiom widviivd and the 
spun of the vault incTtmsed, rhe line of the 
spritiEiing descended (Kig, j). I hua an. exeelicnr 
raking buttress is provldtil Uy the wall? srparsiting 
the chanibers, whioh safe ly transmit si res? from 
the mrerior (h’ia, 3 ). Evidently rhe^e chamber? 
were n'cntrcd upon ranmicd eartJi. for fieithcr do 
the vaidr^ vhuw jil.ink-impressiims, nor are the 
walls provided with cjfF-sets, corbels or putlog 
hole? to carry cenrrina. On the other hand, the 
unijerside? of the vaults arc rouirh unJ uneven. 
So rhe chamber? must haw. becri filled up with 
earth »? they were cornpkrtd, and then the vault 
would lie allowed to set upon a centring formed 
by the rammed mu*?, .Such a filling, tofi, accounts 
for the splendid preservatkm of the reticulate 
factiiir of the walls, for, being covered, Ihc earth 
retinalned dry, and absorbed any dampness 
tending to destroy the face of the tufa cuIk‘?. 

I hc walls thcntselves were carefully Uid in bc.ltsi 
but a precisely true face was nor ithiiiii,-d fram 
belt to belt, ^mce they were not rtteant to be 
seen, Thar is to say, each ijortion was w-ell .md 
truly laid in its wotxien shuttcritig, but the 
shutter? were not carefully adjusted in relation to 
what had alreadv been built. 

1 he miter aemlcirele? (Pi. X., tig. which 
gathered intermediate thrusts into the rtiiin radial 
sv’stctn of biittrcjjses, did not reach stf high. 
Instead, they ciidedi with unvaulfed tops, fVcl 
below the crown of the viuibing of the wedge- 
shaped chambers, as is show n by rhe level top of 
the rough surface marktite where their concrete 
core bonded Into the outer wall of the wedge- 
shaped chambers. Above this leveJ top pft>-

earth-filling must Itave uiidergotic great chanties 
ill weight. Hut their iiiain purpose was rather 
to lHvc additional stability to the uj>per parr of 
the outer wall, which rose to a great height »nd 
required such support in spire of IM vast thick¬ 
ness. And there were smiitiir ribs on (op of Hu' 
main buttresses tomied b)' the laruc semi circular 
niches (PJ* X., Fig. i). Meatiuhilc it should 
tw noted that a careful cxamiuiition of all 
the coinpartmCilts ditscribed has reduced to an 
absurdm any restoration of the Mausoleum based 
on rhe assumption that they w'erc tonib-chatiibers s 
on the tifher hand, it provides an etfceprlonal 
insight Into rhe articularion of a large Roman 
tumulus. 

The outer wall was discovered ' in iK*?!, 
while relaying the fouridaHon of the east wall of 
the entrance rn the l-^i|nzao Correa, and was 
repeirtod as y:^ metres fhkk (ri' i")r this 
dtinensioti was confirmed by R. .A. Cordinglev 'n 
i<) 26, when the top gf the wall was uncovered 
during turthet alterations in rhe same enrrance, 
as shown on tJie plan (1^1, X,). In 1936, 
however, only the top of the structure w.ts visible, 
while in tft?- Kosa W'as able to report that it w'is 
faced With rvmwAmtM .* this must have be¬ 
longed to rht: inner face of the coficrctc. for the 
outer face rested against travertine t^uiu^fiUinH 
five />ieJi rfiffitifti thick (4.' Vm"), as recorded by 
Bajdiissare Reruayd.- Combining this infonua- 
ritift we arrive at the true thickness of the wall, 
that is, 16^ III", which hints that It was very 
high. Further ijifbrmatlon from Reruzas, dealt 
with in the next secEion, cnatdes us to estimate 
thi? height with a plrosanrly small margin of 
crrfjr,

Above this iic shows, in common with 
every view- idk-r \‘an Clccf's, u pier, w'hich shouid 
bdong to an inteniaily-arciuiifd corriiior for vciiii* 
luting the Imllviinfi a point eoiisidcred more fully 
below* liuJ the wholr structure dit^l not rise 
much higher than the venrilating pier, for the 
wall which carncs the pier iii only six feet thlclc^ 
so w'c can ad<i on top Hn Hppropriute thTckiiesd of 
earth for beddmp- the evergreens inentiuned by 
StralK", and reduce the sum of the nveuiiurements 
to a niiniTniim. 'I'he resultiint appearance of rhis 
stauc k a low wall (PI.

The next and tnpmost -itage is govemeti prin¬ 
cipally by the depth of earth fi?ijiitred to grow 
trees. It, trm, must, have lieeti I'rduced to -a 
mimmum, in order to hchtcji the loud upon the 
vuulted chamlter^ Iiduw. Its dcetirafiott has lK*eii 
treats'd soberly, using a simple motive, already 
aiiiient in the jJge of Augustus, which prepares 
us for the crowning firature, the bronze iNtatuc of 
the Empcnir mentioned hy Strabtj. The great 
man is placed u]H*n an ornate pedestal, ke|it wide 
and losv, to liecoid with the rest of thti building 
(PhXIII.). 

To enter the building it was Tuttessarv to 
penetrate n Tong 4 jid higli lorriddr, loiding to 
the sninular passage behind tfic main, burtressine- 
systeut of the tumulus. There is now no trace 
of the mutfi iloonvay, l>ut analogies enable us 
to restore it as a doubk' door of stone. Imitating 
broti/e leehfiirjue, .ind sealed. Ihiriuli showed^ 
in rysT, the foundations belomtliig to the door- 
teay,. and we can be sure, devpite lielicfs now two 
centuries old, that there was no portico. I•' 0 I‘ a 


portico would have required, for its attachment 
to the circle, a jlattentiig thereof, which Barmli 
shows not TO have existed, /llso, it is quite out 
of keejjiiig with die outu'ard aspect of a Comb of 
this scale or pericnl, and wirh the ineidentai, 
unobtrusive design of the entrance. Above the 
door Im been nrritnged a flat arch, sumiomUcd 
hv a lunecre. rhe Urter providing the Inlcr for 
veniiiatkm, uml coimhling with rhe vault inside 
the pas^saae, which sfilJ shous impressions of 
boards (noI plug-hulev or nail-lToies), suggesting 
That rhe ceiling wus irtuccoed. fiuprcssions in 
the concrcre coiifii'ju die tradition* that the sides 
were hived with travertine; ;ind there is similar 
evidence for the facing of the coticcntricully- 
curved back-wall, which forms as much (xiif of 
the annular passaEC as of rhe chamber by which 
it iwas readied, I he ihic'kiie<* of this facing 
can be restored with certainty. Details of the 
decoration arc less i«rt. Somewhere w;vs aii 
tnscription, ,ts cm * A ' preserved on a trnverrine 
block shows* And part of an acandlus, cun’cd 
SI wii It I ng-st one * of normal size, proven, 
w’irh the ruscription, that rXe travertine was not 
covcrml with marble.

IV. T>I£ ^fTRVCTefti: Avo m Exkcltiox, 

A study of the details so far described makes 
possible a broader ctjnjitlcratioo of the whole 
ddiign. The ecntrul chambers, contained by the 
annular corridor, may be eliminated (from this, 
except in so far as they stand for a central thrust, 
nut fundamentally afiected by the form which 
they took. The imjwrtante of the remainder is 
great, for it represents the main lines upon which 
such :i buiUiinu was litid down, supplying just 
the evidence that is to seek in tlvr Mausoleum of 
Hadrian,* Above ab, it forms the link Iwtweeti 
that structure and the tumuli of the Repubhenn 
or Etruscan ages, and provider a siolutirm of a 
UiHicutt problem, that is. to fit larKc tomb- 
chambers into a reruined earthen mound. 

It is easy to see (1*1. X.) that the pbn was 
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utirkcd rniT .r$ n series of coJieentric walls, 
which (excepting the outer w.i[lj litcfeuaeii 
in thivknr»v as they ,tppm,tchcd the cientris, and 
W'erc mrcrsectcil by nidLil ivalls furujltUt buttresses 
and Jivhting the iitre‘»s, Th1> was a <stiiiplc but 
i-ifeciive schetnc, ndnu'raltlv calculated to diral with 
oUlUpie thrit«rc of a ijilfcrrni kind from fJurtc <,f 
an ^tirnpliTthtratrc, which are spread round tho 
circumference, and di» not <i>inf from the centre. 

I lad the designer^ in fact, rhi'iiisjht more of the 
iUiiphitlieatre, lie. might have ^civcd hiiiisicir iVoni 
niakinu an unfonunuie mistake. In ursier ti> 
reach the ccriTral ehambers Kc did not iiutkc his 
entry th«moh -any nf the c^rmpartmeitts lietwren 
the buttr«si:si- but biiiected h buttress itnelt, 
reducing the udjacetit chambers in si/e, and so 
dotmying rlit regularity of snpfwrt; and he cut 
off the central rhrust still further from the liuttress 
meant to carry it (1*1. X,) by the ro>>:ii at tlir end 
of the corridor (siii'hliviLkd tti hclahi tw x fl-xir of 
rtu stru,.(ural impori-ance). .\ further but un- 
avoidiiblv defect Jay in the annular s-;ornd«r, which 
(rishig tu right, and level ro left) t'ntroduccd a 
fatal irregularity into a scheme which deperLdci.i 
up<iii e^renlialK' regular desufu tor its stabilitv. 
We know just enought however, to he sure fhat 
the coitscniciors rcctjgnlsed flic weakness Inherent 
in this parr of the building. They made the 
inner wall of (he corridor (1*1. X.) immensely 
strong, to collect and spread t(ie thru«r^ evenlv ; 
and they fiUcvi every no necessary' void between it 
and the ihird svaJi with concrete, reduciiig the 
4ccess.-p;tssagcs to minimtim heighr and w'iJrh.

ThesemeE hods 
Are not witliout generAl intc-restj sitice fhey were 
used clsewtiere ail river Uontc, and have not been 
Studied In detail, is haf: the Siting ’ of the 
concrete pir se. The whole ot the concrete, as 
the rtiorhs oti its outer surfact siiow, was arranged 
in rclafion to the stone facing of the entrance* 
passage (utid no doubt to that of the external 
wall), as is usual elsewhere. As the stones srere 
laid, course by course, the concrete fbilowcd, and 
at each course there wav a slight pause in the 
work, nincked by a break in constTiiction, even- 
Tualiv united liv a thin bver of fine concrete, 
mixed very wet. The wnils unfaced with large 
blocks of stone w^ere built rather difFercntly, 
being tetnporanly encased in short pleces.of plank 
shuttering, kept &rm and parallel by tics at the 
Top and supported at the [mttoni by the earth- 
tilling.^ Hut such boards in themselves w^ere 
not strong enovigh either to hold firm any great 
tnass of wet concrete, or to prevent the dne wet 
mixture from trickling down on to the completed 
face below; and so the facing of the wall was 
first built behind them with great care, and held 
firm by a rather rich mixture of stiff cctiient, 
Then, after an interval made very short by the 
use of quickly-drying ’ pc/zzuhsiit the centre of 
the w'all was filled mrh concrete; for the sides 
were now strong cEiough to hear the weight, 
even If rammed. .And, last, a fine mixture was 
^ viured in, ro bind the whole mass. Cktod con met 
between the facing and core was, however, some¬ 
what endangered ® by this method.
